The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules of the National 
Trotting Association under tho provisions ol 
•which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appeitaiuin^ to tho trotting races will be 
conducted 


Tho following resolution adopted by the Cal- 
ifornia btate Boaul ol A^ricultuio, haa been 
endorsed and will be strictly enforced by this 
Association 


Besolvod, That where any ride", driver or 


horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dis- 
trict Blood Association of this State that the 
same shall be duly recognized bv this Board 
and tnat the person or horse upon which said 
ban rests shall not. be allowed to ride, drive or 
start in a race until such ban is lifted or satis, 
fled.

With the rapidly growing demands 


for sensations in literature there is 
an exhaustion of interesting subjects, 
just aa bl-ick walnut

free allusions to the late unpleasant- 
ness.

Cooper in- 
vested the Red Man with a halo of 
romance, and he was thought to be 
brave and chivalrous in his savagery, 
gallant to women, and never forget 
ing a favor or un injury.

western railroads huve tarried civili

grounds, and while tue effect-is to 
make pioneering as safe as shoeraak- 
ing, we have come to kuow the In- 
dian as he is, an ugly, untamable, 
nasty brute, treacherous 
to meu, 


beastly to women, and a slinkius 
coward withal, with no higher uin 
bition than to till himself with fire- 
water, plunder some white loan's 
cabin, or butoher a few wotneii und 
children. This knowledge has made 
even the clime novel unsalable, and 
nobody reads about the Indian DOW, 
unless it be the good news thai 
Crook has overtaken a few speuitneus 
on the war path and dispatched them 
to the happy hunting grounds. The 
pirate, too, has been swept from the 
ocean by the agreement of powers 
that uo not always agree to keep out 
of war; or if 
i he black flag is occa- 


sionally seen, it is in such a skulking 
fashion that nothing is furnished for 
the feasting of the imagination that 
revels in chivalry and during deeds. 
The English do indeed cling to ihe 
compartment oar, which of late years 
h»s furnished the full plot for inauy 
a uov»l in actual deeds of robbery 
and murder that would not ba po-si- 
ble upon auy railway system of the 
United States 
But even this will 


have to give way to the progress of 
civilization, which can 
furnish a 


0»r adapted 
to all the phases of 


love-making 
and 
yet 
so secure 


from criminal intrusion that ocl> 
an army of artillery can capture and 
plunder it. 
O'her and lamer sub- 


jects are "played out." 
The water- 


ing placw hero no longer rescues the 
brtuutiful heiress from the waves aud 
wins her hand in gratitude ; the 
ina-her has mado lova making vulgar 
and disreputable in the open car; 
the conquest by the fortunate dam- 
sal 
who had 
a 
sheet 
of court 


plaster ready for the split Bnger on 
the base ball field has come to a short 
stop. 
Thus one by one our literary 


idols vanish. 
This country has pro- 


duced within the past twenty years 
some excellent humorists, but they 
soon exhaust themselves and retire 
from the field like Mark Twain, or 
"run emptins" like the wits of the 
Datroit Free Press and Milwaukee 
Sun. 


The latest device to keep np with 


the demand is the big and extrava 
gant lie. Suddenly the funny papers 
have become sparkling with this kind 
of literature—lies so extraordinary 
that their intent is manifest, merely 
to outdo some rival in drawing the 
long bow.

At the commencement of the Fall 


erm of the Bono High School, a 
class in book-keeping under the 
charge of Prof. F. M. Alexander will 
je commenced and will probably

This will afford 


some young men who are unable to 
attend school all day; opportunity to 
study this special branch, but all 
jersons desiring to avail themselves 
of this privilege must see the Super- 
.ntendent and ha\e their names 
recorded beforo they can be entitled 
to seats in the class. Two classes in 
pedagogics, or tho theory and art of 
teaching, will also be commenced at 
the beginning of tho term; ouo in

jharge of the Superintendent and 
one in theoretical pedagogics under 
the chaige of Miss E. J. Brown. The 
:lass in theoretical pedagogics will 
study what the toxt.bookssay there 
on, bub the class in practical, will 
spend the time in actual observation 
of how the work of teaching is done ; 
writing essays thereon, preparing 
queries and questions for discus- 
sions, and illustrating msthoda by 
actual teaching under the eye of the 
Superintendent and his assistants. 
The real object of these classes is 
to piepare in the Reno public school 
the future toachors of the school, 


who, 
from the special training here, 


with this end in view, will be better 
qualified to enter on their duties as 
teachers than those educated abioad. 


An OUt Prophecy ITullillea 
Speaking of the disastrous cyclones 


in the Eastern States, and the ab 
senoe of such events on the Pacific 
Coast, the Sacramento Bee calls to 
mind the 
prophecies of a Nevada 


scientist, 
(since deud,) and says 


these cyclones butconSrm tha theory 
of W. Frank Stewart, preached 20 
years ago, that earthquakes, save ut 
such places as Vesuvius or Mauna 
Loa or Heola, are not caused by in- 
ternal fires bat by electricity. "And" 
he said, "when the overlaud railway 
shall be complete I predict that 
there will be but few if any earth- 
quakes in San Francisco or CaUl'or 
niaandthat they will be light, be- 
cause the rails will conduct the elec- 
tricity to mid-continent where it wil! 
become a destructive element caus- 
ing tornadoes and great storms.' 
That prediction has come to pass, 
both as to the cessation of earth- 
quakes on this coast and the des 
truotive electrical storms in mid-con 
tinent. And yet, so far as we know, 
uone of our modern scientists haye 
attempted to account for these cy 
clones, o,u Stewart's or any other 
theory. The fact, however, is prom- 
inent; and the West will ooiaa further 
West to escape these storms, while 
immigration on the move will stop 
there as of yore, hence California 
will, on this aooount, be sooner pop- 
ulated than it otherwise would bo.

with rights of equity and juttico 
than any mere remedy at law or a 
resort to the physical force of the 
War Department. This rnliug will 
bo appealed uguinti, to the Supplier 


!ourts, inasmuch us it will affoct, 


in a radical manner, the stockraising 
ausinesa in Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah, Idaho, Montana, Aiizona, New 
Mexico and Kansas. No previous 
judicial decision has been made on 
the question, although the Secretary 
of the Interior has decided that the 
inolosure of public lands is unlawful. 
Vast areas have beun fenced by 
stockmen, who have no lawful right 
of exclusive occupation, and this de 
cisiou, if sustained, will compel the 
removal of the fences. In practice, 
it has been found that tbis system of 
inclosura has burred oat settlement 
as tha fenoea hail tha effect of "stand- 
ing off" agricultural locators.
